Judpte Cliarit's Donnelly Tuesday af- 
ternoon assessed a fine of $100, each 
against the five.Volo wemen who were 
charged with riding Mrs. John Richard- 
son on a rail last fall, and oa he placed 
the fine on them, he stated they should 
, be incarcerated In the county jail until 
the fine waspaid.givtnjc th^m, however 
time to go home to Volo and try to ar- 
range for the money with which to 
pay the fine. 

Before he fixed the fine, Judge Don- 
nelly scored the women's act In most 
forceful language and plainly told them 
if they were men or If they were 
weolthv women, he would mflict the 
extreme penalty for. their treatment of 
Mrs. Richardson; and he added, if af- 
ter the case had been started against 
them, thoy had come into court and 
had pleaded guilty and said they re- 
gretted their act, he would have given 
them the smallest penalty possible. 

Under the law he could Have fined 
them $200 and sentenced them to six 
monthsin jail, ^:^' ' 

Attorney Pppo, when the case was 
^WJB tfj-lif cTureaJtj would not argue for 
^^riew trial, explaKung that Mrs. Ri^y- 
tnond waa sick andunatilfi'to Deincourt 
but that she was willing to have the 
»cord5 show her present. 

State's Attorney Dady aaid that he 
realized tne defendants, at the time 
they rode Mrs. Richardson on the rail 
did not realize the seriousness of their 
act; that if they had been men, he 
-would insist on the extreme penalty,' 
but* being women, be felt the law 
should be vindicated, so he would not 
ask the . extreme penalty, but wotild 
leave It to the courts discretion. 

It was then that the four women, 
Mrs. Emma Stadfeldt, Mrs. Alma' Wal- 
ton, Mrs. Ann Stadfeldt and Mrs. Chris 
Sable, were called before the bench and 
Judge Donnelly started in; 

**You women took the law into your 
own hands'and whether Mrs, Richard- 
son was guilty of what you charged 
her or not doesn't matter; you had no 
right tobo her judges. This case hag 
attracted attention from ohp end of the 
land to the other and the whole nation's 
eyes are on Lake couqty to see wheth- 
er we are civilized here or Jiot, . and 
whether wo will submit to such an un- 
civilized act as this proved to be. 

"While I sympathize with you and 
have known some of you for years and 
have talked to some of you since and to 
your neighbors, the fact is were you not 
justifiedin your actions— You Unques- 
tionably Committed a Riot, without 
any justification whatever, and if you 
had more property than I feel you have 
or if you were men, I should Inflict the 
aevereat penalty, out under the circum- 
stances, I feel difterent and must do 
rhy duty." 

He then called the women separately 
and asked what property they have In 
their name. , 

-Mrs. Emma Stadfeldt said she had 
nothing and no means^ excepting what 
her husband eorned as a blacksmith. 

"Can you dig in and help him, pound 
the anvil to earn the fine?" asked the 
court with a emile.,. Mrs. Stodfeldt 
broke d9wn and wept copiously after 
which eho told the court she felt badly 
for the whole thing and wished it had 
not occurred, that she did not realize at 
the'tlme'how aeriouB it was. 

Mrs. Ann Stadfeldt aald she had to 
work for her board; Mrs. Walton said 
ahe owned hfer home— but that; was all; 
Mra. Sable said she owned a cottage 
and was a widow; Mrs. Raymond has 
means but she was not present. 

The judge then imposed' the penalty 
as above state.d and the women left for 
Volo, d crestfallen quartet, . 

They will pay their fine within a* few 
days providing the court ^^oean't tako 
further pity upon them and remit the 
fine a courae which court room attaches 
would not be surprised at because the 
court'q:;eyes were filltd with tears as 
ho onngunqod the penalty; showing It 
was a hard task, ' '•

TWO MEN KILLED BY TRAIN 

Section Mon and Laborer Meets Death at 
Barringto , Sunday Evening 

Two Northwestern section hands, one 
a foreman, the other u laborer, were 
killed two miles north of Barrington in 
Lake county> on the NorthwpHturn 
tracks Sunday evening ut GMO. 

The victims are; 

'Charles Neggatz, aged 45, section 
foreman, father of three sons and also 
leaves a widow; was member of M W.

William Buase, aged 52, section lo-

. .' The two men. as is their custom each 
Sunday, were inspecting the tracks 
lay In thtir section and they had just 
left their small car when the fast train 
of eight coaches, was down upon them 
and hurled both into the ditch 200 feet 
away They were both killed instant- 
ly for the train was going at a 
rapid speed. 

The engineer did not notice the men 
until he waa right upon them but 
brought the train to a halt within 400 
feet, backed up and took the bodies to 
•Block's, morgue, Barrington. The in- 
quest Monday morning, presided over 
by Coroner Taylor, resulted in a venllct 
accidental death, while in the discharge 
of their duties.

' that territory with their literature. 
They do this because thoy have been 
practising it for years, and haye found 
that it brings big results. 

This man slated further that if the 
local retail merchants of thia country 
were to study this subject of advertis- 
ing us the mail order house people study 
it, the mail order house business would 
receive a severe setback.

Arthur Corey, Chicago salesman, ac- 
cused under the Mann white slave act 
of having brought LaUra Fleuker from 
Wisconsin across the state line to An 
tioch and later to Waukegan,was found 
guilty Tuesday in Milwaukee of having 
taken the girl with him for Immoral 
purposes. 

During the Morning session on Tues- 
day thirty-five projpective jurors were 
examined before twelve men were 
chosen. When court was convened at 
I o'clock and the jury filed into the 
court room. Carey in the custody of 
three deputy marshals, entered the 
court room and became the target of 
fiery glances hurled at him by his wife 
and three children whom he abandoned, 
the Fleuker girl whom he was alleged 
to have betrayed and the parents of the 
girl. The man hastily sought a seat 
near his counsel and during the trial 
of the entire afternoon his gaze was 
centered upon the witnesses who testi- 
fied. 

The first witnesses called were the 
parents of the girl. They declared that 
Carey had come to their home seeking 
the attentions-of. the girl.. The^ father 
of the girl declared that he believed 
that the man was unmarried, and that 
when she left the home of her parents 
in November 1910, he was of the opm. 
ion that thev had intended to bejmar- 
ried. The witness declared that when- 
his daughter left home on Nov. 5. 1910, 
he had not seen or hearil of her uutii ho 
heard that she and Carey were stopping 
in Green Bay three years later. 

When the girl, Laura Fleuker, was 
called to the stand, the ripple of whis- 
pers among the spectators was so pro- 
nounced that the crier of the court had 
to rap with his gavel for silence in the 
courtroom. -Carey whispered to his at- 
torney as the girl was about to take 
the stand and appeared uneasy. 

As the girl told of the manner in 
which she met Carey on ner way to a 
church pilgrimage while she was on a 
train from Silv«rlake, Wis., the village 
in which she was born, and when ahe 
described the ingratiating manner in 
which Carey approached her in the 
seat of the train, the persons who 
thronged the courtroom had to be 
again silenced by the gavel of the crier, 
in order that the testimony of the girl 
could be heard. The witness admitted 
that she was cajoled by the attentions 
of Carey. She declared that she be- 
lieved him and after a brief courtship 
she consented on the^ promise that he 
would marry her. The couple traveled 
from city to city and from state to 
state for three yearsuntil after travers- 
ing the states of Illinois, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin, they returned to Racine 
where the father of the girl, learning 
that shejwas in that city, and surmising 
that everything was hot right, enlisted 
the sympathy of the chief of police of 
that city and went to the hotel where 
the couple were staying. 

It was alleged that Carey made a 
hasty exit through a window of the 
hotel.

His 
appointment by Prealdc-nt Wilson was 
connrmod by the senate last week, 
after a long fighU 

In a letter sent to President Wilson 
Mr. PJndell states that circumstances 
rnvo arisen which render it Impossi- 
ble for him to undertake tho mission. 
He nflflorts ho had been put In a false 
ght by certain "gross mlsrcpresonta^ 
tlons In the public press." 

In a reply to tho resignation, the 
president expressed his unquallfled 
couddcnco In Mr. Plndell's ability, 
character and entire auitablllty for 
the UuBsInn post. Mr. Plndell's letter 
follows: 

"Dear Mr. President: I deeply ap- 
preciate the honor you have done me 
In nominating mo ambassador to Rub. 
Bla and tho very great compliment 
paid mo by the senate In confirming 
the nomination by unanimous vote. I 
had hoped and confidently expected 
when you asked me to accept the post 
that 1 could do* so at once and take 
up the work at a very early date. 

"I am, therefore, tho more embar- 
rassed to find that circumstances have 
arisen which will render It Impossible 
for me to undertake tho mission. 

"I have; as you know, been put In 
a very false light by certain gross 
misrepresentations In the publlo 
press; and while It Is true that these 
have been cleared away and the nomi- 
nation accepted In Its true light after 
c thorough and dispassionate Investi- 
gation. I feel tliat It would be mora 
delicate for mo to decline the ap- 
pointment than to accept It. No con- 
troversy of this kind should surround 
the appointment of an ambassador to 
a ^country .which cannot be expected 
to bo familiar with tho real circum- 
stances as they are known at home. 
There should be nothing personal to 
talk about or explain there as far aa 
the ambassador himself Is concerned. 
"I beg. thoroforo. that trusting me 
to be guided by my own Instinct In 
this matter, you will accept my as- 
surances of deep gratitude for tho 
honor you have sought to do me and 
permit me, with genuine regret, but 
■with no hesitation of judgment, to 
decline the appointment. 

"With sentiments of distinguished 
consideration, believe mo to be, Mr. 
President, your obedient servant. 

. "HENRY M, PINDELI*" 
The president's reply follows: 
"Dear Mr. PIndell: Your letter 
does great credit to your delicate 
sense of propriety and serves to In- 
crease, If that were possible, my ad- 
miration for you and my confidence In 
your eminent fitness for the mission 
which you now decline. / 

"I can but yield to your Judgment, 
In the matter; -because It Is clear to 
me that, feeling as you do, whether 
you are fully justified In that feeling 
or not, you would not be comfortable 
or happy In the post. I therefore can- 
I not insist. You will allow me. "how- 
I ever. I hope, to express my deep re- 
gret. 
"Cordially and sincerely yours. 

"WOODROW WILSON." 
Soon after Plndell's declination re- 
ports became current In official clr^ 
clea that Charles R. Crane of Chicago 
will shortly bo nominated by Presi- 
dent Wilson for the Russian post. 

Mr.. Crane had luncheon with Presi- 
dent Wilson last Friday and at that 
timo a report spread that he would 
Boon he nominated for^ some Impor- 
tant diplomatic post.

Indeed what! Hero is an M. D. be- 
fore the American Medical Association 
telling of the conditions aa actually 
found in a large eastern city. Yet the 
health authorities there spent thous- 
ands of dollars to harass the farmers 
with Impractical and impossible regula- 
tions in milk production. A so called 
sanitery official from the city standa 
over every dairyman with his club to 
test for this or test for that, count the 
microbes, register the temperature, 
meashre the distance to the manure 
heap, count the cobwebs and ' secure 
material for "cultures." Then more 
rules and regulations come that he may 
promulgate with all the pomposity of a 
monarch. (There are noble excep- 
tions.) What you think of it? In one 
of the largest eastern cities in the year 
of our Lord 1913 a rule went forth that 
all milk entering that territory must be 
55 or below, with the result that car- 
loads of excellent milk went into the 
sewer for the sole reason that it was 
above 55 degrees temperature when it 
arrived. At the same time in th esame 
city the milk wua set on the door step 
to warm up to 65 or more, where all 
the cur dogs had access to it, and when 
it was at last taken out of the hot 
street it was put into a doubtful cellar 
or pantry with a temperature above 60 
or into a foul slimy refrigarators above 
50 degrees. Must the rurul boards of 
health send their officials to the r.ity 
and lord it over them as they try to do 
unto us or may the time come when 
they will remove the beam at home bi- 
fore they 'hunt for' the mote in tlie 
country?

f> „ ,VWhere the Gombeen Man Flourishes Among the Rocks. 
2-Paddy Gallagher Tflls the American Visitors How the Gombeen Man 
Charged Him 144 Per Cent. Interest. 






Dunglow, Countj* Donegal, Ireland.— 
This Is the old haunt— the habitat— 
of the "gombeen man." He Is our 
American city "loan shark" traiia- 
plantfjd with all his bloodsucking 
propensities and his starvation In- 
ducing qualities into rural Ireland. 
Hero condltlona are right for hia actlv- 
itips. Where the need for money Is 
greatest he prospers best. The poorer 
the country, the richer he grows. And 
poor enough this country certainly is. 
Wide, low-Iying peat bogs stretch be- 
tween great slopes of rising hillaldea 
.■where the soil shows only between 

niasses of outcropping rocks. No 

fields are there hero large enough to 
oCfer opportunity for work with horses 
even If plowing and cultivating were 
not made impossible by the huge half- 
buried rocks. Ever>- enclosure de- 
mands fertilizers as a condition prece- 
dent to production. Nature is stingy 
nnd hesitates to let go of any product 
at value to humans. Yet here and 
there Is a cotUge upon a barren hlU* 
side; around It we see children that 
are not starving . nor insufficiently 
clothed. 

^ "Gombeen Man** Passing. 

Here waa the haunt of the gombeen 
man. But as relative prosperity comes 
In he goes out. They tell us that co- 
operation has numbered the days of 
the gombeen man and that he Is pass- 
ing. As he formerly operated his 
business here he was the worst enemy 
to rural prosperity to be found upon 
the Island. "The gombeen man Is 
worse than the non-resident landlord." 
Bays Paddy Gallagher of Dunglow. 
-ivhich is an extreme statement when 
made by one whose father and family 
have suffered cruelly from many evic- 
tions. 

Seldom was the gombeen man ad- 
mittedly In the loan business. Fre- 
quently ho was a trader or shop keep- 
er. Generally he kept a Ijublic house. 
Often he was a dominating Influence 
politically, and held some office. In- 
variably ho was an economic scourge 
and made rural prosperity ImpoBslble. 
We have spoken of him in the past 
tense, not because he has altogether 
ceased to exist but because co-opera- 
tion seems tp be developing a plan 
for rural crefllt which will eventually 
put him out of business. 

Patrick Gallagher's Story. 
Patrick Gallagher, now the man- 
nger of the local co-operative society, 
probably knows as much about the 
trials of the poor farmer In Ireland as 
any otfo. He was bom In a little one- 
room farm cottage and was at nine 
years of age forced to leave homo and 
hire himself out as a farm laborer re- 
ceiving" the -w-age of three pounds for 
fllx months' work. From these begin- 
nings ho has risen to be a rural flnan- 
cler In County Donegal and has raised 
the condition of the poor farmers from 
abject poverty to comparative comfort 
through hU co:i>perative enterprises. 
Here Is what Paddy Gallagher says of 
the gombeen men, speaking from hia 
personal experiences and verifying 
much that he aaya from documents 
aiid account books: 

"Here is one transaction of my own 
"With thq gombeen man. Ou the 28tli 
or May, 190G, my father and I bought 
«avea stono oMIour and, one hundred 
weight of Indian meai; each. ' My 
father paid for his »-i.25. I was not in 
a, poBlUon to pay for mine until the 
11th Of.. July, 1906. .forty-four days 
later, jho gombeen 'rpan" then pro- 
Bon^o.d,meTvith a .bill for $6.31. I dls- 
^,^mted hie: right to, dhargo me Sl.OC in- 
terest on |4.25 for only forty-four days 
A and pointed out to him that ray father 
bopcht the same gooda on the same 






date for Jt.25. Tho gombeen man ar- 
gued that my father paid J4.50 and 
that he was only charging me eighty- 
one cents extra, or 144 per cent in- 
terest per annum. During tho twenty 
years my father was bringing up his 
family, he paid Interest at this rate. 

"Hero is a writ that was Issued 
against a poor farmer. The amount 
is 5^7.70, and hero la the pass book 
which proves that 118.25. of that is in- 
teresU You will also note that tho 
gombeen man charges this customer 
$3.37 for seven stone of flour; on the 
same date the co-operative Boclety's 
price was $2,25." 

So tho gombeen man was robbing 
everybody as ho tried to rob Paddy 
Gallagher and his friends. 

An Old Man's Story. 
The ;story that -we get In Dun- 
glow tallies with tho account which 
Sir Horace Plunkett and his col- 
leagues In Dublin gave us of tho situa- 
tion. But as scientific Investigators 
wo are anxious to got as much mate- 
rial from original sources as possible. 
So on Sunday afternoon "It is ua" for 
a Jaunting car and a ride Into the 
country in search of fundamental 
facts. We hear of a patriarchal citi- 
zen Ave miles out who they-say is as 
honest as the day la long. We find 
Donald O'Boylo (otherwise Shane 
O'ge) In a habitation which from out- 
ward appearances hardly merits the 
name of cottage. But when warm 
hearted Irish hospitality invites us 
inside we And a neat, clean, com- 
fortable place, that la Indeed homo to 
the family which has been for genera- 
tions the tenants of a line of non- 
evlctlng landlords. Shane 0*go, with 
his son. his daughter-in-law. and aomo 
ahy. blue-eyed little grandchildren, 
welcomes ua warmly. Tho mother la 
feeding the children mashed potatoes 
and milk from a bowl (about all many 
Irish children get to eat). To them 
this is much more interesting than a 
discussion of the gombeen man. 

Yes. he and his father knew well 

the gombeen man. "We'd buy of the 

trader but we'd not know tho price at 

all." ho said. "It would do us no 

good. We'd have to pay in tho end 

what he'd ask ns anyway when ho 

had the money. It was hard to get It 

round here— wo mostly had to go over 

and work In the Scottish harvests to 

get any at all. When we had tho 

money wo would ask what we owed 

au(^ the trader would tell ua what It 

was. We never knew what the items 

were. We never dared to ask. Ho 

would say, 'How dare you dispute my 

hooka?' And Ifa more than one poor 

man I'vo aeen kicked out for asking 

a civil question. But everybody saya 

they charged tho highest price tho 

stuff had been from tho time It was 

bought until we paid for It and I gueaa 

that's the truth, and of course the 

added interest, though I don't know 

how much. And so of courao, we paid 

what they asked— and enough It waa— 

though we never knew much about It. 

They let us get meal or anything elao 

credit without money for they 
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knew it meant more to tiie'm In'a high 
price besidea interest. Things are dif- 
ferent now; they're a lot better.'* 
Co-operative Credit Conquering. 
Thinga are different In Ireland now. 
The farmers themaelvoa are driving 
out tho' gorateen man. Co-operative 
credit associations hava changed all 
this. Aa that eminent Irishman, Sir 
Horace Plunkett. aaya In bis book on 
Ireland In the New- Century: "The 
exact purpose of these organizatloua 
iB to create credit aa a meana of intro- 
ducing capital Into the agricultural in- 
diietry. They perform the apparent 



mirncio of. giving solvency to a com- 
munity composed almost entirely of 
Infiolvont indivlduala." 

Paddy CJallatihCr In tt.'lllng ria bow 
tho association oporntca hero at Dun- 
Blow, anys: "A credit society In Dun- 
glow was organized nnd oatabllBhod In 
October, lil03, by tho Irish Agricul- 
tural Orgrtniwtlon aociety and hna 
boon regularly andllod and Inopcoted 
by that body ever since. Although 
wo had at firat only .£220 of working 
capital, wo have now a reaervo of 
£20, ICa. Tho mombera aro equally 
roaponslblo for tho auccesa or failure 
of tho aocloty. Each man has one 
vote no matter how much or how 
mtlo his Investment In tho concern Ih. 
They take such keen Interoat In it 
that during its nlno years working 
there has not been an over duo loan at 
tho end of tho year. Tho socloly la 
undoubtedly of groat naslstanco to tho 
people In tho dlatrlct. We want tho 
time to come when every man can 
walk up the atreot In Dunglow and 
say ho owes nothing." 

Capitalizing Character. 
Thoso co-operative banks have, as 
It were, capUnllzed character. Tho 
early organlzera of coopcratlvo credit 
associations held, and experience haa 
confirmed tho opinion, that In tho 
poorest cowraunltiea there la a po^ 
fectly safe basis of accurlty In the 
honesty and Industri- of its members. 
This security la not valuable lu tho 
ordinary commercial aenoo. Tho or- 
dinary banker has no Intimate knowl- 
edge of tho character of thoso who 
apply for a loan. Neither has he anv 
way of testing whether or not those 
who borrow "for productive purpoeoa" 
actually apply tho loan to such pur- 
poses. The borrower must bring two 
Buretlea. who like tho borrower him- 
self, must bo men of approved char- 
acter and capacity. The character of 
these threo men la the sole basis of' 
credit. ' 

Tho rules provide— and this la tho 
characteristic feature of tho eystem— 
that a loan shall bo mado for a "pro- 
ductive purpose" only. That la, tin 
borrowed money must be used for a 
purpose which, in the judgment ol 
tho committee, wllj enable tho bor- 
rower to repay tho loan out of tho 
resultfl of the use mado of the monoy. 
Tho farmer buys a sow to ralao piga; 
ho must have fertlllzera; he needs 
some high-grade eeeds; ho wnnta to 
build better Bholter for his cow— all 
these aro productive purpoaea. In ono 
case money to send tho horrower'a 
boy to school *for eight months so as 
to IncrcaBo his carnlcg capacity was 
considered a productive purpoao Justi- 
fying a loan, ae It proved to bo when 
tho boy himself repaid tho loan. The 
rules of the co-operative -society pro- 
vide for ^tho expulsion ft? a member 
who does not apply the money to tha 
agreed purpose. It is aald, however, 
to the credit of the Irish membera oi 
these societies./ that there haa never, 
been the necessity of putting this rule 
in force in a single instance anywhere 
throughout the entire ieland. Social 
and moral Influences seem to be quite 
sufilclent to secure obedience to th' 
rules and regulations of the society. 
Co-operative Credit Is Good. 
There are other advantages. The 
regnlar bank Is generally milea away. 
I It coats money for the borrower to go 
and take his sureblea. paying car fare, 
meals and maybe drinks, while the co- 
operative aseoclatldn Is right at hand 
The bank will loan for only 90 days, 
while tho co-operatlvo society will 
make It up to a year. And a 90-da? 
loan gives- the fa'rmer no chanco to 
realize on seed or fertilizer or stock 
bought with tlie money borrowed. But 
hero in the local credit bank If a man 
Is honest he can get the loan he needa 
He muat bring two sureties, but co 
operation breeda nnd develops neigh- 
borly helpfulness and they say no 
honeat man- over falla because be can 
get no sureties. 

Neither the aasoclatlon nor Ita mem- 
bers have any considerable capital. 
When they organize they begin by bor- 
rowing a Bum of money on the joint 
and aeveral liability of'the membera. 
Deposits are received from both mem- 
bers and non-mombers. Tho society 
usually borrows at four or five per 
cent, and lends at five or six per cent. 
In some cases government funds havo 
been loaned to them at three per cent, 
thus enabling them to make a very- 
low loan to their members. Tho ei- 
penao of admlnlatratlon la almost noth- 
ing. 

Lesson for Rural America. 
It ia auch aocletlea aa theao that are 
putting tho gombeen men out of busl- 
nosa In Ireland. Wo havo in rural 
America gombeen men. They are not 
BO called, but American loan sharks 
and credit men aro first coualna to tho 
Irlah gombeen men. 

Tho question wo Americana are try. 
Ing to answer la this: Havo Irish rural 
credit methods a lesson for tho ru/al 
sectiona In our own land? Can our 
loan shark, whether in city or country, 
bo fought and conquered by elmllnr 
American co-oporativo aocletlea? 

There are huudroda of poor farmers 
who must aak credit either of mor- 
chanta and dealers or muat aecuro 
loans from aomo source. Moat of them 
get credit of the local merchant. It la, 
of course, well recognized that any 
dealer who extends credit not only 
charges interest but chargea a higher 
price than when he gets caah payment. 
Why cannot the American farmer 
get a loan at a nearby banking Insti- 
tution foV six months or ton months or 
a year Instead of fop 90 dayat Why 
cannot ho capitalize hia character as 
dooa the Irishman? In some atatea 
there aro under existing laws plenty 
of small Joint etoclt banka, throughout 
tho amaller towns and villafiea which 
aro accoaalble. The directors and of- 
ficera know the farmer's needa. They 
aro so intimately acquainted with 
thoBo who might become borrowers 
that they could do aa the Irlah credit 
banks do and arrange for capitalizing 
character. But they don't do It. 
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that tho canal will bo rcaUy In April for tho pasBago o: ocean vobsoU through Its ontiro length.

Hifi laat words wero a wish thiyt he 
might have lived to see tho comple- 
tion of the national memorial to Abra- 
ham Lincoln, who was hie personal 
friend.

Washington, Feb. 3.— Postmaster 
General Burleson submitted to the aen- 
ato on Saturday tho recommendatlona 
of tho departmental committee ap- 
pointed by him to investigate the 
pracUcabillt/ of government monop- 
oly of telephone and telegraph lines, 
wireleaa communication and whatever 
aystem of transmitting measagefj may 
later be devised by congress, '^ ■ 

Under the proposal real estate hold 
by the telephone companies would not 
bo required, but accommodations for 
switchboards, etc., leased until room 
could bo found for them in post offices. 
The report saya this policy would re- 
duce the cost of purchase of tho phone 
linos, the capitalization of which, as 
they now exist. Is placed at $900,000,- 
000. 

The report declares that "tha only 
way to afford to tho peopio tho com- 
plete and modern postal facilities that 
tho constitution makes It a duty of 
tho government to provide" Is by car- 
rying out these suggestions: , 

1. That congress declare a govern- 
ment monopoly over all telegraph, tel- 
ephone and radio communication and 
such other means for tho .transmission 
of Intelligence as may hereafter de- 
velop. 

2. That congreaa acquire by pur- 
chase at appraised value tho com- 
mercial tolephono network, except the 
farmer lines, 

3. That congress authorize tho post- 
master general to Issue, In hia discre- 
tion and under such regulatlona as 
ho may prescribe, revocable llconsea 
for the operation, by private Individu- 
als, aaaociatlons, companies and cor- 
porations of the telegraph service 
and such parts of tho telephone aerv- 
ice as may not be acquired by tho 
governmenL 

Oovernraent ownership of tho tele- 
phone rather than telegraph linos is 
recommended for tho reason that telo- 
graph aervlco can bo more readily su- 
perlmpoBod on telephone lines than 
telephone aervlco on '' telegraph 
llnea.

Secretary Bryan declined to make 
any comment on his reasons' for tele- 
phoning tho house cdmmitteo.

When they made him president and he was Just 
lobout to take tho train for Washington he went 
Jto tho old ofllce for tho last time and found Hern- 
Idon there. 
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"Dllly," he said, "you and I have b^on together 
for more tlian 20 years, and in all that time" 
we've never had a hard word. Will you let my 
name stay on tho old sign till I get back from 
Washington?" 

The tears came- into Herndon's eyes. Ho took 
the bony, prehensllo hand of the "rail splitter" In 
his own. ^ 

"Abo," he said, "I'll nover have another partner 
while you live," and until the day of Lincoln's us- 
Hasalnatlon tho dingy "shingle" before the ofllce 
bore the name "Lincoln & Herndon." 

On January 9, 1803, with the aftermath of Fred- 
ericksburg on hla hands, and tho mooted appoint- 
ment of Hooker to chief comhiand and a thousand 
and one other things obsessing his mind and his 
heart, Lincoln telegraphed his wife at Philadel- 
phia: * 

".Mrs. Lincoln. Philadelphia, Pa. 

"Think you had better put Tad's pistol away. I 
had an ugly dream about him. 

"A. LINCOLN." 

In August of the some year, tho month after tho 
surrender of Vlcksburg, wo find Lincoln writing 
to his wife: 

. "Tell dear Tad poor. 'Nanny Goat' Is lost, ond 
Mrs. Cuthbert and I aro In distress about It The 
day you left Nanny was found resting herself and 
chewing her little cud on tho middle of Tad's 
bed: but now she's gone! The gardener kept com- 
plalntlng that she destroyed tho flowers,- till It was 
concluded to bring hor down to tho White House. 
This was done, and the second day she had disap- 
peared, and has. not been heard of since. This is 
the last wo know of poor Nanny." 

The next year there were two goats, and Lin- 
coln' Incurred' the cordial displeasure of his en- 
tourage by hla fondness for the society of thoso 
nnimala. 

It seemed to bo Lincoln's peculiar mlafortuno 
to bo surrounded most of tho time by people who 
knew not the meaning of the expression, "The sav- 
ing sense of humor." Tho mere hint of an appro- 
priate parable, or a quotation from Artomua 
. Ward, was enough to excite Secretary Stanton. 

Senator Wado strode In one day like, a rotary 
snowplow and* wanted Grant dismlased. Grant 
had been winning victories, sleeping on the 
ground with no overcoat or blanket and with a 
toothbrush for his entire baggago, Halleck and 
McClellan had had him arrested for "drunken- 
ness;" Lincoln had ofteit been asked to remove 
him, and had replied, "I can't spare that man; ho 
flghtB." 

Sp when Wado came In wltli tlie demand that 
Grant should bo deposed Lincoln caught eagerly 
at a chance remark of thojrate and pompous sen- 
ator and said, "Senator, that reminds' me of a 
story." 

"Yea, yes," retorted Wade, "of course; with 
you It's always u story! You are tlie father of 
every military blunder that has been mado during 
tho war. You nrp on your road to hell^ sir, with 
this govornmont, by your obstinacy; and you are 
not a mile off thla minute." 

"Senator," aaid Lincoln 'very mildly, "that la 
Just about the distance from hero to tho Capitol, 
Isn't itr - 

Wade, In spoechloBs indignation— to use Lin* 
coin'B wordfl— "grabbed up hla 6at and cane 
and went away." ^ " - 
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Secretary 
Chase's am- 
bition to sup- 
plant Lin- 
coln In the presidential chair did not worry Lincoln 
half so much as it did the Job's com.forters who 
surrounded him. To one of these Lincoln said, 
"Vou were brought up as a farmer, wern't you? 
Then you know what a chlnfly la. My brother and 
I were once plowing corn on a farm, I driving tho 
horao and ho liolding tho plow. The horao was 
lazy, but on ono occasion rushed across the flclda 
so that I, with my long legs, could scarcely keep 
pace with him. On reaching the end of the Cui^ 
row I found an enormous chlnfly fastened upon 
him ond knocked him off. My brother asked mo 
what I did that for. I told, him I didn't want the 
old horse bitten In that way. 'Why.* said my broth- 
er. 'that's all that made him go.* Now, If Mr. 
Chase has a presidential chlnfly biting him I am 
not going to knock him off If It will only make 
his department go.'*^ 

Edward Dicey, In' tho Spectator, gives tho Im- 
pression made by Lincoln's outward apwoarance 
on the mind of a typical cultivated Englishman. 
"To say, that he Is ugly la nothing; to add that 
his figure is grotesque Is to convey no adequate 
impression. Fancy a man C feet high and thin, 
bony anna and legs, whlcli, somehow, seem to be 
always In the woy, with large rugged hands which 
grasp you like a vice when shaking yours, with 
a long, scraggy neck, rind a chest too nax*row for 
tho great arms hanging by his side; /add to thla 
figure a htyid. cocoanut-shaped and somewhat too 
Braall for auch a stature, covered with rough un- 
combed and uncombnblo lank, dark hair, that 
stands out In every direction at once; a face fur- 
rowed» wrinkled and Indented as though It had 
been scarred by vitriol; a high narrow forehead; 
and sunk deep beneath bushy eyebrows, two 
bright, somewhat dreamy eyes, that seemed to 
gaze through you without looking at you; a few 
Irregular blotches of black, bristly hair in the 
place where beard and whiskers ought to grow; a 
close set, thin lipped stern mouth,. with two rows 
of large white teeth; and a nose and ears which 
have been taken by mlatako from a head of .twice 
tho size. Clothe this flguro. then. In a long, 
tight, badly fitting suit of black, creaeod, soiled 
and puckered up at every salient point of" the 
figure—and every point of thla figure Is salient— 
put on large, lll-flttlng boots, gloves too long for 
the lohs bony fingers, and a fluffy hat. covered to 
the top with dusty, puffy crape; and then add to 
all this an nlr of strength, physical as well as 

. moral, and a strongo look of dignity coupled with 
all tb)i» ^jroteflquenesB, and you will havo the Im- 
pression left upon me by Abraham Lincoln. You 
would never say ho was a gentleman. You 
would BtlU less say ho waa not ono ... there 
are men to whom the epithet . , . appears ut- 
terly incongruouB, and of such the.prodident la 
one. Still tlioro la about him a complete lack of 
pretenaion, and an evident desire tcT- ho courte- 

. oiia to everybody, which la the essence if not tho 
outward form of high breeding. There la a soft- 
ueaa, too, about hla smile, and a sparkle of dry 
humor about hla oyo, ;Which redeem tlia exproa- 
alon of hla-faco ond remind one moro of tho late 
Dr. Arnold, aa a child's recollection recalia him to 
me, than any other face I can recall to memory, 
. . . Ho la a humorist, not a buffon. »*

In tho nineteenth, James 
Ward, R. A., in a "Defense of tho 
Beard," set forth eighteen reasons for 
retaining it, mainly Scriptural, re^jn- 
forced by artistic considerations, 
"What would a Jupiter bo without a 
beard?" As late as 18C0 Thologoa pub- 
ilahed a treatise entitled "flhaving— A 
lireach of^the Sabbath and a Hin- 
drance to the Spread of the Gospel." 
One of hla points waa that "Provi- 
dence had manifestly designed tho 
heard aa a protection for tho throat 
and chest" But what about the wo- 
man'a throat? 

Nowhere waa there more prejudice 
centurlea ago against beards than at 
the Inns of court The "black hooka", 
of tho Inna tell us how offendera wero 
fined for wearing boards, and aorae- 
times wero compulaorlly ahaved My or- 
der of court. And tho prejudice agalnat 
the bearded barrister atlll lingers, 
Vice Chancellor Bacon carried his dis- 
like to bearded or mustached barris- 
ters so for that he alwaya refused to 
bear them. Even now there are very 
few leading counsel with beards, and I 
can remember only one unahaved bar- 
rister of great eminence, the late 
Judah Philip nenjamin, Q. C— silver 
tongiied Benjamin, who wore a mua- 

tache and a goatoe.— London Chron- 
icle.

Marvelous Contradictions. In the Make- 
up of Russia's Great vThlnkor 
and Writer. 

Tolatoy'a biography Illustrates bet- 
ter than any other the distracting con- 
trasts of tho typical Russian noble- 
man and Intellectual; He saw from 
the Inside every soldier's camp and 
in the couru of royalty. In tho draw- 
ing rooms of fashion and In the 
haunts of Bohemia. He lived the sav- 
age life In the Caucasus. ' and the 
patriarchal life at Yasnaya Polyana, 
A man of uncontrolable passions, ho 
committed every sin that It was fash- 
ionable for a. man of his caste to com- 
mit He gambled away his ancestral 
home, he joined the revels of hla fel- 
low ofllcers and wasted his substance 
In tho company of gypsy glrla. Yet 
from an early age he aspired to sanc- 
tity. Although professionally a aol- 
dier. he early became an apostle of 
peace. A literary lion In the circles 
of Moscow, he became the exponent 
of tftfl. ^simple life. An aristocrat to 
'jtila flngar fip&^-lw^JW:ei»ched the gos- 
pel of democracy. A bi^and owner, . 
he ended by being an advoiS»te of t;' '
